The Examiner also 
rejected Claim 8 under 35 U.S.C. §103 (a) as being 
unpatentable over Warady in view of "Edify Broadens 
Application Suite in new Release of Employee Service 
System" (Edify) . The Examiner also rejected Claim 17 under 
35 U.S.C. §103 (a) as being unpatentable over Warady in view 
of Edify.

Applicant respectfully submits that Warady does not 
disclose or suggest a processing device, wherein the 
processing device processes the request for employee benefits 
information in conjunction with the employee benefits 
information stored in the database, wherein the processing 
device is capable of processing a request for employee 
benefits information regarding at least one of healthcare 
insurance information, disability insurance information, and 
life insurance information, and at least one of pension 
benefits information and retirement benefits information, and 
further wherein the processing device generates a message 
containing a response to the request for employee benefits 
information, all of which features are still other 
specifically recited features of independent Claim 21. 

Applicant further respectfully submits that Warady 
does not disclose or suggest a transmitter for transmitting 
the message to a communication device associated with at 
least one of an employee, a benefits beneficiary, an 
employer, and a benefits administrator, all of which features 
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are still other specifically recited features of independent 
Claim 21. 

In view of the foregoing, Applicant respectfully 
submits that Warady does not disclose or suggest many of 
the specifically recited features of independent Claim 21, 
which features are important and recited features of 
independent Claim 21. In view of the above, Applicant 
respectfully submits that the present invention, as defined 
by independent Claim 21, is patentable over Warady. 

Applicant further submits that Claims 22-86, which 
Claims depend either directly or indirectly from 
independent Claim 21 so as to include all of the 
limitations of independent Claim 21 and which further serve 
to narrow the scope of independent Claim 21, are also 
patentable as said Claims 22-86 depend from allowable 
subject matter.

information, disability insurance information, and life 
insurance information, and at least one of pension benefits 
information and retirement benefits information, and further 
wherein the processing device generates a message containing 
a response to the request for employee benefits information, 
all of which features are still other specifically recited 
features of independent Claim 87.

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In view of the foregoing, Applicant respectfully 
submits that Warady does not disclose or suggest many of 
the specifically recited features of independent Claim 87, 
which features are important and recited features of 
independent Claim 87. In view of the above, Applicant 
respectfully submits that the present invention, as defined 
by independent Claim 87, is patentable over Warady. 

Allowance of pending Claim 87 is, therefore, 
respectfully requested. 

IIIC. THE PRESENT INVENTION, AS DEFINED BY INDEPENDENT 
CLAIM 88, IS PATENTABLE OVER THE PRIOR ART; 

Applicant respectfully submits that the present 
invention, as defined by independent Claim 88, is 
patentable over the prior art. 

Applicant respectfully submits that the present 
invention, as defined by independent Claim 88, is 
patentable over Warady. 

Applicant respectfully submits that Warady does not 
disclose or suggest an apparatus for providing employee 
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benefits information, comprising a database for storing 
employee benefits account information for at least one 
individual, wherein the employee benefits account information 
includes at least one of healthcare insurance information, 
disability insurance information, and life insurance 
information, and at least one of pension benefits information 
and retirement benefits information, and further wherein the 
database contains information for enabling the at least one 
individual to maintain a relationship with a provider of at 
least one of healthcare insurance, disability insurance, and 
life insurance, and with a provider of at least one of 
pension benefits and retirement benefits, independently of an 
employment relationship between an employer or contracting 
entity and the at least one individual, all of which features 
are specifically recited features of independent Claim 88. 

Applicant further respectfully submits that Warady 
does not disclose or suggest a processing device, wherein 
the processing device processes information regarding the 
employee benefits account information, wherein the processing 
device is capable of processing at least one of a request for 
employee benefits information regarding at least one of 
healthcare insurance information, disability insurance 
information, and life insurance information, and at least one 
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of pension benefits information and retirement benefits 
information, and a transaction between the at least one 
individual and at least one of the provider of at least one 
of healthcare insurance, disability insurance, and life 
insurance, and the provider of at least one of pension 
benefits and retirement benefits, independently of an 
employment relationship between the employer or contracting 
entity and the at least one individual, wherein the 
processing device at least one of generates a message in 
response to the request for employee benefits information and 
generates information regarding the transaction, all of which 
features are still other specifically recited features of 
independent Claim 88. 

Applicant further respectfully submits that Warady 
does not disclose or suggest at least one of an output 
device for outputting at least one of the message and the 
information regarding the transaction, a display device for 
displaying at least one of the message and the information 
regarding the transaction, and a transmitter for transmitting 
at least one the message and the information regarding the 
transaction to a communication device associated with the at 
least one individual, all of which features are still other 
specifically recited features of independent Claim 88. 
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In view of the foregoing, Applicant respectfully 
submits that Warady does not disclose or suggest many of 
the specifically recited features of independent Claim 88, 
which features are important and recited features of 
independent Claim 88. In view of the above, Applicant 
respectfully submits that the present invention, as defined 
by independent Claim 88, is patentable over Warady. 

Allowance of pending Claim 88 is, therefore, 
respectfully requested.
